hat dictionary 
"Tictioiuon of the 

often quoted French 
phrase that literally 
means “already seen”, is 
one presently familiar to 
Melbourne CSC coach 
Branko Culina. 

Taking the helm at 
Somers. Street mid- 
season, 35 year old Culina 
fulfilled a lifelong 
ambition to coach at the 
country’s highest level. 

Previously with 
Premier League club 
North Geelong for two 
seasons, Culina senses the 
eerie feeling of deja vu 
nowdays when reflecting 
on his time at North 
Geelong. 

“IT took over North 
Geelong at a time when 
they were struggling after 
seven losses and set about 
making them a champion 
team,” says Culina. 


“After that first season 
finding my feet and 
working with what the 
previous coach had left, I 
fulfilled those ambitions 
in the following two 
seasons when I had time 
to prepare the squad to 
my specifications. 

“Here (Melbourne 
CSC) it is similar. The 
people are basically from 
the same community, 
they have the same 
mentality and if you look 
at the players on a 
relative level it is very 
similar. 

“Melbourne CSC like 
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North Geelong has almost 
the same blend of youth 
and players in their 
twighlight.” 

Culina, in his two full 
seasons with North 
Geelong won successive 
championships and he no 
doubt is hoping that the 
deja vu will continue with 
the success. 

“Let’s hope that we get 
the same result and that 
the people of Melbourne 
CSC are as patient as the 
people of North 
Geelong,” he continues. 

That isn’t to say that 
Culina has given up hope 
on this season just yet. 

“We'll make the finals 
this season, I have no 
doubt about that,” he 
says. 

“The hard thing about 
this year is that I came 
along halfway through the 
year - you then basically 
don’t have time to

“Josip Biskic still 
features heavily in my 
plan,” says Culina, “ we

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Bosses Clampdown 


ENGLISH bosses have launched a campaign to restrict the flood of foreign players into the Premier and Football 
Leagues. 

In future non-European Community signings will have to meet strict new guidelines laid down by the 
prolsesional Footballers’ Association, the FA Premier and Football Leagues before being allowed to play in 

ngland. 

When they do meet the criteria, their eligibility will be reviewed every 12 months by the four bodies. 

“We've agreed much tighter control on non-EC players,” said Gordon Taylor, chief executive of the PFA. 

“From now on work permits will be issued on a yearly basis and they'll be reviewed at the end of each season, 
when we'll check the number of appearances made by the player concerned and assess whether he’s making a 
contribution to the game. 

“We checked recently and of 60 foreign players, half weren't appearing in the first team. 

“We must take injuries into account, but if they don’t play in three-quarters of their team’s matches during a 
season, then they’re clearly not meeting criteria.” 

There is no restriction on EC players, but other overseas players are only admitted when a club claims that a 
similar player is unavailable in England already. 

Some, however, have slipped through the net, most notably Ipswich striker Bontcho Guentchev, who has played 
only once for Bulgaria. 

“In future, the quality of caps will be looked at more closely,” said Taylor. “We'll make sure that they came in 
competitive games, not just friendly internationals. 

“And the player will be expected to be a current international with at least two years’ experience for his country.”

The Turks, are 
expected to have the 
biggest following of 
Group B. 

Melbourne Turkish 
community spokesman 
Dr Bulent Munir said the 
city’s Turkish population 
had risen above 100,000 
since the first immigrants 
arrived here in 1969, and 
he estimates almost half 
of them are soccer fans. 

“They'll have a very large following here,” Munir said. 

“We will be there with flags and banners.” 

The Turkish team is one of the favourites for the 
championship after Winning the championship last year. 

Munir said the Turks were passionate about their 
European soccer but he did not expect any crowd 
violence at their games. 

Soccer is Turkey’s premier sport yet the country has 
competed in only one World Cup — in 1954 — and is 
making its first appearance in a world youth 
championship. 

“There will be a lot of national pride at stake,” Munir 
said. 

“Many of the Melbourne community have been away 
from Turkey for 10 to 20 years so it is a great thing for 
our people to be able to see a national team competing 
in such a great event.” 

Munir’s local club North Coburg United has already 
sold 1,000 tickets for the championship. 

The Turkish side will be under strength because star 
midfielder Okan Buruk broke his leg in a Turkish First 
Division League match three weeks ago.

Colombian hopes 


COLOMBIAN hopes for a good start to the World Youth Championship finals have been 
dented by the late withdrawal of three key players. 

Two key players were injured in the past two weeks and another player could not gain a 
release from his club. 

The biggest worry for coach Reynaldo Rueda has been finding replacements for striker 
Francisco Moscera and attacking midfielder Frank Overdo who failed fitness tests after receiving 
match injuries. 

“They were two very important players and had been with the team during its two months 
together at training,” said Rueda, 

“But the team, which has played 16 matches in the past eight weeks resulting in 12 wins, two 
draws and two defeats, is still confident of a good performance.” 

The 35-year-old Rueda, making his first visit to Australia, was also handling his inaugural 
appointment as a national coach. 

His prior coaching was with a First Division side and the representative team from the area of 
Cali in Colombia while his recent appointment followed an upheaval in Colombian soccer with 
several staff changes, including coaches. 

Rueda has few illusions about the toughness of meeting Australia in the opening match. 

He watched them play last year in Venezuela and has also studied the team in action on video. 

“They are fast and competitive and play aggressive football,” he said. 

“It’s hard to find a weakness because they appear to be good in all positions.” 

Despite the tiring effects of the long flight, Rueda ordered a training session for the players 
within 30 minutes of arriving at the team hotel last week. 

Meanwhile, the Young Socceroos gathered in Sydney after a four days break at home 
following the action-paced tour of the Middle East. 

Coach Les Scheinflug swang back into the planned training routine after a warmup match 
against Blacktown. 

“1 could not give them any more than four days away otherwise they’ll get lazy and fat from 
home cooking and sleeping in their own beds,” he said. 

“But I’m so happy Moscera couldn’t make it. He is an impressive playmaker who runs 
everywhere and dictates the team’s tactics, 

“Tt looks a new team but their preparation has been spot-on for the toumament.”

“My dad is a Nottingham Forest supporter, and my Closest team was Brentford, but I became a 
Spurs fan because I admired the flair and creativity of their players,” said Wingell, singling out 


Hoddle, Villa and Ardiles. 
“T used them as role models. 


“But I wasn’t too partisan. Just before we emigrated to Westem Australia when I was 13, | played 


acouple of times with Chelsea Boys at Stamford Bridge.” 


After playing for local teams on his arrival in WA, Wingell joined Perth Italia, and is now in his 


third year of senior football with the club. 


His brother, Dale, has just broken into the first team for Perth Italia and the two often train 


together. 


“We do heaps of ball work, and I guess that sharpens my skills,” Wingell said. 


Scheinflug cancelled this morning’s training session because he felt the team looked sluggish on 


Monday night. 


“T wanted them to use Tuesday moming to have a good rest, eat good food, and have lots of 


massages,” said Scheinflug. 


“Tt makes them mentally fresher, and, after our excellent physical preparation over the past 12 


months, the main job now is to get them mentally psyched up.” 
The Australian coach said no injury worries were apparent at training. 


“Striker Anthony Milicic had pelvis problems but he’s moving well and defender Aaron Holst is 


training for the first time after flu,” he said. 


Aussies ready 


A full strength Young Socceroos squad 
was concentrating as much on mental skills 
as physical ones at a training session at the 
Sydney Football Stadium last night.
